SECOND, the value of the
weekly prizes has been stepped
up, setting the stage for warm-
er competition and addin? in-
centive to bag the big one. In
addition, the top fishermen
each week will be given point
certificates and the angler
with the highest total at the
close of the derby will earn
higher honors and priz as
the derby's champion yellow-
tail fisherman.

Under the sponsorship of the
San Diego Junior Chamber of
Commerce, the derby will at-
tract the fleets of six San
Diego landings as well as a
few navy and private
